Green-wood Cuttings 

Green wood cuttings us dif 
ferentiated from hard-wood or 
ripe-wood cuttings (which are 
obtained from dormant winter 
twigs of trees and shrubs) are 
those from more or less imma- 
ture or growing wood, 

A stem from which soft.wood 
(green- wood) cuttings ure to be 
made should be brittle, not 
stringy; when bent in two it 
should'snap, vot bend, With 
most kinds of outdoor trees 
and shrubs the usual time the 
cuttings can be taken is about 
mid June tu July, The best 
material is the first 
three inches of the tip of a 
shoot. The cut should be made 
through an eye or node as the 
growth activity is considered 
to be greater at the nodes, and 
rooting from such points is 
more reudily assured. 

Freshly made cuttings should 
be kept moist. . ‘Phey are rooted 
under cover such as a green-

Obstacles To International Agreement 


Obstacles to international agreement are many and various; so many, so 
various as to becloud the vision of the conferees and defeat the ends sought. 


Particularly is this true when a complex of nations is represented round 


the conference table. Despite the good intentions of conferees, the high 
sentiments they express and the noble purposes they proclaim, invariably 
dissonance interrupts the even tenor of the proceedings, divergent points 
of view protrude themselves and, with each interruption and each protru- 
sion, practical agreement becomes the more remote. 

The conflict, of opinion appears less with regard to the general objective 
sought, as with” regard to the methods by which that objective can be 
reached, In the ultimate analysis, political rather than practical issues 
prove the stumbling block. 


These thoughts are occasioned by the succession of disasters which has | 


befallen,‘World conferences held for perfectly laudable purposes during re- 
ceat months. 
for world :co-operation yet devised, has suffered considerable loss of prestige 
through recurrent manifestations of local interest, local jealousies, prides 
and suspSptibilities. In matters such as the drug traffic, in which public } 
rather than political and national considerations are paramount, the League 
has been able to take decisive action and render invaluable service. But 
where political and national interests and prejudices are involved, directly 
or indifectly, its decisions have been of less unanimous acceptance, 
they have" séldém been effective because they have been largely ignored. 

In spite of the League and the large body of opinion supporting it, | 
where midtters of national significance have been broached, the nations in- 
volved have proved a law unto themselves, using the simple expedient of 
withdrawal from the League as a means of asserting their right to go 
their own way. Disarmament questions have brought prominently into the 
foreground this conflict of national viewpoints, and this insensate desire for 
autonomy in matters affecting the peace of the world. There can be little 
question that world opinion, generally, favors disarmament on a sane and 
safe basis. It is equally true, however, 
as to what the basis should be and as to the methods whereby it should be 
undertaken. World disarmament conferences have proved futile, so far, in 
Bpite of the unanimity voiced by national spokesmen as to its desirability. 
All nations, it appears, are in favor of disarming-——provided the other fel- 
low does it. 

Strange as it may seem, while world conferences on the question are 
disheartening, failures, the same can not be said with respect to understand- 
ing on the subject between particular nations. Bilateral disarmament 
agreements appear easy, by comparison. 
involved, “amicable solutions come readily to hand. Britain, for example, 
has 1ittie’ difficulty in reaching understanding with Italy, Italy with France, 
and so on. Even with Germany amicable negotiations are possible. Yet, 
when Britain, Italy and Fragce sit around a conference table withaGermany, 
it becomes immediately impossible to focus all eyes on the same objective 
and on the Samie means of achieving that objective. 

This, is not to say that Germany is entirely at fault, or that the blame 
attaches” to any particular one of the parties to the conference. It is ap- 
parently due to the complications which arise with every addition to the | 
conference. Compromise as between nation and nation is easy; between 
three nations it is a little more difficult, but less difficult than when four 
nations are involved. Perhaps then, the real solution is to be found in multi- | 
plying bilateral disarmament agreements until the whole world is involved 
and all the nations are committed to peace. 

. The same course may be found the ultimate solvent of the world wheat | 
problem. Apparently, the London Wheat Agreement has foundered on the 
Shoals of national aspiration for, as this is written, the Argentine has vir- 


if *thany negatived the good work accomplished in the London conference, and 


the United States, in reprisal, is threatening unlimited production and the 
dumping of its surplus on the markets of the world. 

The London conference resulted in what has been acclaimed as a unani- 
mous agreement representing the first really co-operative arrangement yet 
reached by the nations of the world. It was not, howver, a finite thing, in 
itself. It left certain important decisions for later consideration, particu- 
larly the’ matter of minimum prices. Experts met at Rome to discuss 
prices in} accordance with the terms of the agreement, only to be met by 
objections’ “from the Argentine and demands from that country for an in- 
crease of 40, 000,000 bushels in her quota allotment. Having already vir- 
tually exhausted her export quota for the year as set in the London Agree- 
ment, the Argentine demanded an additional 40,000,000 which could only be 
given at the expense of other great exporting countries, including C 
The price conference, however, reached certain tentative conclusions which 
were “submitted to the governments involved. 

The next Stage in the proceedings was the London conference on prices 
to amend or ratify the decisions of the Rome discussions. Here again, 
clash ‘gf national interests proved a handicap. Doubts have been raised | 
whether or not price-fixing by a central body is a sound practice to adopt. 
In fact,,British grain men have been emphatic and outspoken on the sub- 
ject. The head of the London grain exchange had no hesitation in stating 
that thé fepresentatives of the various nations were amiable gentlemen “but 
they khew very little about wheat’. 
demands for increased quotas, and threats of unlimited production, 
whole agreement appears in jeopardy.

Radio Signals For Aviators 


| 


Ingenious Device Will Keep Fliers In | Movement In 


Defined Lines 

A device for visually interpreting 
signals of aeronautical radio range 
beacons has been developed by W. E. 
Jackson and L. M. Harding, radio 
; engineers of the U.S. commerce de- 
|partment’s aeronautics branch, ac- 
;cording to Rex Martin, assistant 
| director of aeronautics. 
| Signals, Martin explained, are re- 
ceived through headphones by air- 
men who rely upon them for guid- 
| ance during periods of poor visibility. 

The device features an indicator 
which, fitted in the instrument panel, 


for blind landings. 
and has two needles—one vertical 
and one horizontal. The vertical 
|needle, Martin explained, is chief in- 
dicator and when an aeroplane leaves 
the course defined by a radio beacon, 
this needle will move accordingly. 
However, he added, if the aeroplane 
is exactly on course, the vertical 
pointer will remain in centre of the 
dial. 

The horizontal indicator, the official 
|revealed, shows the volume of re- 
ceived signals, which the pilots may 
adjust as he sees fit.

the parliamentary radio committee 
before compiling its report for pres- 
entation to the House of Commons. 
Strong representations have been 
made, notably by the Canadian 
Newspaper Radio Association, asking 
the committee to recommend a 1loos- 
ening of regulations governing the 
amount of advertising matter allow- 
ed in broadcast programs. 

The association finds the advertis- 
ing regulations are “definitely dan- 
gerous to the existence of privately 
owned stations, and are therefore in- 
consistent with the principles of 
democratic government.” While 
those responsible for making the 
regulations had in view the welfare 
of the radio audience they overlook- 
ed the 
“moct selective in the world,” says a 
brief filed with the committee. The 
association holds the radio audience 
is “thoroughly well able to take care 
of itself.” 

The association regards it as illogi- 
cal and impractical to impose any 
limit upon advertising content inas- 
much as conditions vary too widely 
in Canada. Canadian stations, more 
or less blanketed by United States 
programs at given periods, must 
overtax their revenue during other 


periods when no United States pro-| 


grams are being heard. The radio 
commission regulations, due to the 
restrictions imposed on advertising 
matter, forbid that practice, how- 
ever. 

The general result is the privately 
owned stations can not afford to give 
the public good programs, which 
militates against the employment of 
good artists and announcers. 

“After all,” the association says, 
“it is the advertiser that pays for 
all the entertainment put on the air 
by a private station—and to dis- 
courage advertising can only result 
in poor programs, poor entertainment 
and’ a dissatisfied public.”

| Not The Informant 

Ottawa.—Two changes in the law 
governing lotteries were suggested in 
lthe sweepstakes debate by Hon.

It 1s said that the first notice of a 
machine for drilling grain occurs in|! 
Chinese history. Of 
form with a hopper for seed, it had |

of a seeding machine of Assyrian 
origin about 504 B.C. The descrip- |

tion leads to the belief that it was 
very similar to that used in India, 
being a crudely formed plough of, 
wood with a bowl-shaped seed con- 
ta'ner Seed was carried to the 
furrow thecueh a wooden spout. 


Two thousand years elapse before 
history again mentions seeding 
equipment. In 1605 A.D., the 
mans petfected a machine for sowing 
grain in drills or rows. Mounted on 
two wheels, with a rectangular seed 
container, three or four rows of secd 
were depo ited into a broad, shallow 
furrow formed by a single broad fur- | 
row opener. In 1633 Alexander 
Hamilton in Britain wrote regarding | 
his sowing machine “for small grane”’ 
but gave no explanation of his 
method. ‘The first real explanation 
of the invention of a seeding ma- 
chine was given by an Austrian, 
Jo eph Locatelli, in 1662. This was 
mounted on wheels, had a rectang- 
ular hopper fitted with mechanism 
for carrying out seed which fell on 
the ground, and was then covered by! 
a toothed device dragged behind. 
There {s evidence that it was manu- 
factured in Madrid 1664 and sold at 
a price fixed in the patent. 

In 1669 John Evelyn presented one 
of the e machines with printed in- 
et uctions and operating directions to 
the Royal Philosophical Society of 
London, recommending its use. Later 
{n 1701 Jethro Tull made some 
provements on the machine but 
was too far ahead of his time. After 
Tull many improvements were made 
by Dr. James Cook, an English 
clergyman, Through the 19th cen- 
tury, advancement in seeding ma- 
chinery was rapid. Hornsby, an Eng- 
inventor, brought out the first 
rubber conductor tubes or spouts, | 
still used to some extent in modern 
grain drills. Between 1830 and 1850 
the hoe furrow opener was perfected; 
this type is still used in some .sec- 
tions of the United States as well as

British Government Guarantees Loan 
Of Ten Million Dollars 

The Holy Land is marching with 
the times. 

A resolution authorizing the Bri- 
tish government to guarantee a $10,- 
000,000 loan for Palestine, which is 
administered by the United Kingdom 
under League mandate, was intro- 
duced in the House of Commons by 
Leslie Hore-Belisha, financial secre- 
tary to the Treasury. 

Nearly half of this sum, or $4,- 
665,000, will be used for water sup- 
ply and drainage schemes in Jeru- 
Haifa, Hebron and other 
places. Another $2,035,000 goes for 
public buildings, including a new post 
office and telephone exchange in an- 
cient Jerusalem. 

A sum of $1,000,000 {s earmarked 
for agricultural credits, to enable 
the government of Palestine to 
assist in a long-term credit scheme 
for Arab and Jewish cultivators 
alike in the plains, and Arab culti- 
vators in the hill districts. 

Another $1,250,000 will be em- 
ployed in the re-settlement of Arabs 


| displaced by the increased Jewish 


settlement—partly caused by the 
exodus of Jews from Nazi Germany. 

For construction of an oil work 
and reclamation scheme in Haifa, the 
remaining portion of the loan of $1,- 
050,000 is set aside.

Anything Heretofore Presented 


Late news from the astronomical | 
world raises this serious question: Is | 
there collusion between the Admini- 
stration at Washington and the de- 
vout astronomer for the purpose of 
making the world familiar with large 
numbers? Or is it rivalry in the 
expansion of the Arabic notation? 
Whatever the answer be, the latest 
from that redoubtable searcher of 
the beyond, Dr. Edwin P. Hubble of | 
the Mt. Wilson Observatory, invites | 
us to enlarge our concept of the uni- 
verse far beyond anything heretofore | 
presented by Jeans, Eddington, Milli- | 
kan and the others, fervid expansion- 
ists though they be. 

Dr. Hubble's findings are little; 
short of breathtaking. The universe, | 
declares he, is a finite sphere with 
a diameter of some six billion light | 
years; and when this distance Is cal- 
culated on the fact that light travels , 
at a speed of 186,000 miles a second, | 
the Arabic notation itself is put to| 
the test. But that is only the begin- 
ning of his astounding declaration. 
The universe consists of 500,000,000,- 
000,000 (five hundred trillion) nebu- 
lae, each stellar unit of which is 80,-| 
000,000 times as bright as the sun 
and 800,000,000 times as massive. | 
How these figures stagger the imag- 
ination! 

And only a year ago, Dr. Hubble 
was content with observing, through 
the 100-inch telescope on Mt. Wil- | 
son, nebulae 150,000,000 light years 
away. Who shall say this has not | 
been a year of unprecedented ex-| 
pansion? | 

We are also assured that beyond | 
this universe, 6,000,000,000 light 
years is diameter, nothing exists, not 
even cosmic dust. That is to say, this | 
universe with which Dr. Hubble deals | 
so familiarly marks the end of space, | 
for it is held that space cannot exist | 
without matter. 

Here is another important fact. 
The totality of this mass of matter 
in the universe has not increased. 
Because of the constant expansion, 
{t follows, then, that the distance be- 
tween the component units has} 
greatly increased, that is to say, it is | 
continually an emptier universe. In 
the question of mass, Dr. Hubble 
likens the earth to a grain of sand} 
in this immense space. 

If all these marvelous details of 
this expanding universe have been 
revealed through a 100-inch tele- 
scope, what further wonders will be 
discovered when the huge mirror now 
cooling at Corning, N.Y., is ready for 
use? Dr, Hubble believes that beyond 
the present frontier will be found 


countless galaxies or nebulae, all 
moving at a terrific speed—where ? 


The Psalmist was, according to mod- 
ern astronomy, speaking in very 
limited terms when he attempted to 
indicate the infinite nature of we 
divine presence. 

As we ponder the problems raised 
by discussion of the expé unding uni- 
verse, especially the accepted theory, 
of relativity that space and matter | 
must co-exist, this question inevit-, 
ably confronts us: If the conclusion | 
of modern physicists and metaphysi- | 
cians that matter in reality is non- | 
existent be true, does it not follow 
that space must give way to in-| 
finity ?—Christian Science Monitor.

Pot Found On Prairies 
Symbol of the dawn of community 
life, a simple clay pot which 
dates back to the Neolithic era is

As a result of co-operation between 
the provinces and the Dominion de- 
partment of agriculture, new rules 
and regulations to govern commer- 
cial poultry hatcheries throughout 
Canada have been made _ possible 
with the passing by parliament of an 
amendment to the Livestock and 
Livestock Products Act. This means 
an important safeguard to an indus- 


try that in egg production alone 
represents an annual turnover of 
about $30,010,000. Already five of 


the provinces have agreed to adopt 
| the new hatchery policy. 
| The proposed regulations embody 
the present hatchery approval rules 
; Which have been in operation for 
the past six years on a voluntary 
basis. Under the new policy, which 
will be proclaimed with respect to 
any of the provinces which desire to 
adopt it, all commercial hatcheries 
will operate under the new regula- 
tions which provide that such hatch- 
erjies shall set only eggs from flocks 
approved by the provincial authori- 
ties; that the hatcheries and their 
advertising shall be under the super- 
vision of the livestock branch of the 
Dominion department of agriculture. 
According to this plan the quality 
|of chicks produced in commercial 
hatcheries will be substantially im- 
proved since they will be hatched 
|from eggs produced by pure bred 
flocks inspected by the provincial 
authorities. 
| Under the provision in the regu- 
| lations that all commercial hatchery 
advertising shall be approved before 
| being issued the public in those pro- 
vinces where the regulations are in 
effect will be assured that any state- 
ments made in such advertising are 
| correct.

A lguid is more compact than a 
gas: that is, its molecules are closer 
to one another, and therefore have 
less treedom of movement, When a 
liquid evaporates some of the mole- 
cules escape into the air. The speed 
of a molecule depends upon its tem- 
perature and hence the warmer 
molecules of a liquid are lost first. 
This migration of the warmer mole- 
ecules from a liquid results in a fall 
in temperature when a liquid evap- 
orates. It is well known that water 
is cooled in certain countries by 
placing it in porous vessels in order 
to promote evaporation, 

Solids, like liquids, are much more 
compact than gases. The molecules 
of solids are much restricted in their 
movements, and appear to vibrate or 
rotate about fixed centres of rest.
